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PERIODIC  REPORTS  OF  THE  AGRICULTURAL  iIARKETIKG  SERVICE 
SUGGESTIONS  AND  INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  ORDERING  PERIODICALS 

Here  is  a  list  of  the  situation,  crop  and  livestock,  market  news,  and 
miscellaneous  periodic  reports  issued  regularly  by  the  Agricultural 
Marketing  Service. 

The  contents  of  the  majority  of  the  reports  are  explained  so  you  will 
be  able  to  select  the  particular  ones  you  want  or  need.  If  you  want 
to  pet  certain  statistics  regularly  as  soon  as  they  are  released,  ask 
for  the  report  that  publishes  the  figures  first.  For  example,  detailed 
figures  on  average  prices  received  by  farmers  are  published  first  in 
Agricultural  Prices  and  summarized  later  in  the  Agricultural  Situation 
and  the  different  commodity  situation  reports.  Prices  of  farm  com- 
modities at  the  wholesale,  terminal,  and  shipping  point  markets  are 
first  issued  in  the  daily  market  news  reports  from  the  major  trading 
centers  and  then  summarized  in  weekly,  monthly,  or  annual  reports.   In 
some  cases,  later  analyses  appear  in  the  commodity  situation  reports. 
Among  reports  making  the  first  release  of  figures  are  the  crop  and  live- 
stock reports,  the  daily  or  weekly  market  news  reports,  The  National 
Food  Situation,  The  Farm  Income  Situation,  and  The  Marketing  and  Trans- 
portation Situation.  '  If  you  want  a  quick-reference  summary  of  the  more 
important  statistics,  the  Statistical  Summary  may  fill  your  needs. 

1.   general  summary  of  supply,  demand,  and  price  outlook  will  be  found  in 
the  Agricultural  Outlook  Digest  (a  brief  summary)  or  The  Demand  and  Price 
Situation,  which  covers  the  highlights  for  each  commodity.  The  commodity 
situation  reports  such  as  The  Livestock  and  Meat  Situation  cover  the 
situation  and  outlook  for  a  particular  commodity  in  greater  detail. 

If  you  need  county  figures,  in  most  cases  you  will  have  to  get  them  from 
the  Census  of  Agriculture  taken  every  5  years  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Cen- 
sus, U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce.  In  some  instances,  the  Agricultural 
Statistician  for  your  State  (listed  on  page  5)  roay  be  able  to  supply 
later  estimates  for  the  particular  subject  you  want. 

As  a  guide,  we  have  listed  the  issue  dates  for  1955  for  regularly 
scheduled  reports.  A  revised  schedule  for  the  situation  and  crop  and 
livestock  reports  is  issued  in  January  of  each  year  and  will  be  sent 
on  request. 

Reports  are  issued  from  Washington,  D.  C,  unless  noted  otheri-ri.se.   If 
you  want  to  see  sample  copies  of  any  of  the  reports  issued  in  Washington, 
address  your  request  to  the  Marketing  Information  Division,  Agricultural 
Marketing  Service,  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington  25,  D.  C.

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FUNCTIONS  OF  THE  AGRICULTURAL  MARKETING  SERVICE 

The  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  was  established  by  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  on  November  29  1953;  under  the  authority  of  section  161  of 
the  Revised  Statutes  ($  U.S.C,  22),  Reorganization  Plan  No.  2  of  19S3, 
and  other  authorities, 

GENERAL  FUNCTIONS ,  -  The  Service  is  organized  to  aid  in  advancing  the 
orderly  and  efficient  marketing  and  the  effective  distribution  of  products 
from  the  Nation's  farms.  The  marketing  and  distribution  functions  of 
the  Department  are  centered  in  this  Service.  The  Administrator  of  the 
Service  is  also  responsible  for  the  coordination  of  all  statistical  work 
of  the  Department.  The  statistical  data  and  economic  analyses  developed 
and  produced  by  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  are  used  as  basic 
material  by  farmers  and  ranchers,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  the 
Federal  Extension  Service,  agencies  of  the  Department,  other  Government 
agencies,  congressional  committees,  business  men,  and  farm  and  other 
organizations  interested  in  agriculture, 

MARKETING  RESEARCH  AND  STATISTICS,  -  The  marketing  research  and  develop- 
ment programs  involve  research  on  the  many  problems  associated  with  the 
assembly,  transportation,  storage,  handling,  packaging,  distribution,  and 
pricing  of  farm  products;  structure,  financing  and  organization  of  domestic 
markets,  and  related  activities.  The  programs  are  directed  toward  the 
development  of  practical  answers  to  problems  encountered  in  moving  agri- 
cultural products  from  the  farm-gate  through  retail  stores,  including 
expanded  outlets  for  new  and  established  products,  reduced  costs,  improved 
product  auality,  and  improved  market  equipment  and  facilities.  The 
extensive  economic  and  statistical  research  program  includes  analyses  of 
the  economic  situation  and  outlook  for  farm  products,  estimating  of  agri- 
cultural income,  studies  of  prices,  demand,  consumption,  marketing  margins 
and  food  costs  to  consumers,  farm  population  and  farm  manpower,  and  agri- 
cultural history.  The  crop  and  livestock  estimates  program  consists  of 
gathering  and  publishing  statistics  for  the  Nation  on  acreage,  yield,  pro- 
duction, and  supplies  of  crops,  and  numbers,  production,  value,  and  utili- 
zation of  livestock  and  livestock  products,  and  such  related  data  as 
prices  received  and  paid  by  farmers,  parity  prices,  and  farm  employment 
and  wage  rates. 

MARKETING  PROGRAMS.  -  These  functions  of  the  Service  include  activities 
such  as  the  market  news  service  which  provides  timely  and  reliable  market 
reports  on  all  major  agricultural  commodities  to  help  farmers  determine 
when  and  where  and  at  what  price  to  sell  their  products;  inspection, 
classing,  grading,  and  standardization  services  to  develop  standards  of 
quality  for  agricultural  commodities  and  to  use  them  in  providing  an 
impartial  inspection,  classing,  and  grading  service;  freight  rate  service 
to  assist  in  obtaining  and  maintaining  equitable  transportation  rates  and 
services  on  farm  supplies  and  products;  regulatory  activities  covering 
administration  of  laws  aimed  at  protecting  farmers  and  others  from  finan- 
cial loss  resulting  from  deceptive,  careless,  and  fraudulent  marketing 
practices.  They  also  include  administration  of  the  national  school  lunch 
program,  the  special  school  milk  program,  the  marketing  agreement  and 
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order  program,  distribution  of  donations  of  CCC  price-support  commodities, 
removal  from  the  market  of  surplus  agricultural  commodities  by  purchase 
and  donation  to  eligible  recipients,  by  export  and  diversion  payments,  and 
by  cooperation  with  the  food  trade  and  others  to  encourage  greater  consump- 
tion of  abundant  foods.  The  Service  also  administers  the  matched-fund 
program  for  marketing  activities  carried  out  through  cooperative  arrange- 
ments by  State  departments  of  agriculture,  bureaus  of  markets,  and  similar 
State  agencies. 

ORGANIZATION.  -  The  Washington  organization  of  the  Agricultural  Marketing 
Service  consists  of  an  Administrator,  a  Deputy  Administrator  for  Marketing 
Services,  a  Deputy  Administrator  for  Marketing  Research  and  Statistics, 
and  an  Assistant  Administrator  for  Management.  The  marketing  research 
and  statistical  activities  are  carried  out  by  three  functional  divisions  - 
Agricultural  Economics,  Agricultural  Estimates  (including  the  Crop  Report- 
ing Board),  and  Marketing  Research.  The  marketing  programs  are  carried 
out  through  seven  commodity  divisions  -  Cotton,  Dairy,  Fruit  and  Vegetable, 
Grain,  Livestock,  Poultry,  and  Tobacco  -  and  two  functional  divisions  - 
Food  Distribution  and  Special  Services,  In  addition  to  the  Marketing 
Information,  Program  Appraisal  and  Audit  Divisions  and  the  usual  manage- 
ment units,  the  organization  includes  an  agricultural  Outlook  and  Situation 
Board  Chairman,  a  Liaison  Officer  with  State  Commissioners  of  Agriculture, 
and  a  Statistical  Clearance  and  Standards  Officer  who  perform  specialized 
functions.  The  field  organization  consists  of  field  branch  offices  for 
marketing  research;  State  offices  for  agricultural  estimates,  a  special 
dairy  statistics  office  at  Chicago,  a  Western  Livestock  statistician  at 
Denver,  and  two  cooperative  statistical  laboratories  at  Ames,  Iowa,  and 
Raleigh,  N.  C;  functional  field  branch  offices  of  the  several  Washington 
commodity  artf.  functional  divisions,  area  offices  for  the  Marketing  Infor- 
mation and  Program  Appraisal  and  Audit  Divisions,  and  three  area  adminis- 
trative divisions.

Marketing  Information  Division 

Functions  of  the  area  offices  of  the  Marketing  Information  Division  in- 
clude the  preparation  of  daily  market  summaries  covering  all  commodities 
of  interest  in  their  respective  areas.  These  summaries  are  prepared 
from  reports  issued  by  market  news  offices,  and  are  distributed  through 
press  wire  services,  and  by  radio  and  television  stations,  and  news- 
papers. The  offices  also  issue  weekly  mimeographed  services  covering 
marketing  activities  of  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service,  primarily 
for  use  by  press  and  radio  and  television  stations.  States  covered 
correspond  with  those  covered  by  area  offices  of  the  Food  Distribution 
Division.

RADIO  AND  TELEVISION  SERVICES 

National  Network  Radio  Programs:  Economic  information  and  statistical 
data  based  on  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service's  research  reports, 
situation  analyses,  market  news,  and  crop  and  livestock  reports  are  in- 
cluded regularly  in  farm  programs  broadcast  by  three  major  networks. 

(1)  The  National  Farm  and  Home  Hour,  broadcast  coast-to-coast  over 
the  full  United  States  network  of  the  National  Broadcasting  Company  at 
noon,  Saturdays, 

(2)  The  American  Farmer,  broadcast  over  coast-to-coast  network  of 
the  American  Broadcasting  Company,  Saturdays,  12:30  p.m.,  e.s.t. 

(3)  The  CBS  Farm  News,  a  network  program  of  the  Columbia  Broad- 
casting System,  Saturdays,  5:15  p.m.,  e.s.t,,  except  during  football 
season. 

Similar  economic  and  statistical  information  also  goes  regularly  to  550 
farm  directors  on  the  staffs  of  local  radio  stations  in  all  parts  of  the 
country,  through  the  "RFD  Letter,"  issued  every  week  by  the  Radio  and 
Television  Service  in  the  Office  of  Information  of  USDA.  It  supplies 
local  farm  broadcasters  with  information  on  Department  activities  to 
help  them  develop  their  own  programs. 

Regional  and  Local  Programs:  Much  of  -the  general  information  on  crop 
conditions  and  economic  trends  released  by  offices  of  the  Ul  State 
Agricultural  Statisticians  and  market  news  information  released  by  the 
150  market  news  offices  is  used  by  local  radio  farm  directors.  More 
than  1300  radio  stations  broadcast  market  news  regularly. 

Farm  Flashes:  This  is  a  service  through  which  additional  economic  in- 
formation and  statistics  and  market  news  information  are  provided  by  the 
Radio  and  Television  Service  of  the  Department  to  listeners  of  approxi- 
mately 700  local  stations  throughout  the  country.  The  flashes  are  made 
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available  through  the  State  Extension  Services,  where  they  are  further 
localized.  In  addition  to  the  above,  materials  are  provided  through  the 
USDA  Office  of  Information  to  three  major  press  associations  for  press 
and  radio  use. 

Television;  The  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  cooperates  with  the 
Office  of  Information  of  the  Department  in  presenting  economic  infor- 
mation and  statistics  by  television,  as  facilities  permit.  Market 
information  on  farm  products,  gathered  by  AMS  market  news  offices,  is 
televised  regularly  by  82  television  stations.

SITUATION  REPORTS  AND  MISCELLANEOUS  PERIODICALS 

SITUATION  AND  OUTLOOK  REPORTS 

The  Agricultural  Situation,  a  printed  monthly  periodical,  contains  brief 
reviews  of  current  marketing  and  economic  developments  affecting  farmers. 
Short  articles  analyze  the  agricultural  situation  and  outlook  for  mar- 
keting, food  supplies,  prices,  and  related  matters.  One  issue  each  year 
is  devoted  exclusively  to  the  outlook  for  the  succeeding  year. 

The  Agricultural  Situation  goes  primarily  to  voluntary  unpaid  crop,  live- 
stock and  price  reporters,  and  to  county  agents  and  other  local  agri-   '■' 
cultural  workers,  Free  distribution  is  limited  to  the  categories  .listed 
above  and  to  libraries,  the  press,  and  Government  officials.  Subscrip- 
tion simay  -be  'purchased  for  3>0  cents  a  year  (foreign  rate  70  cents).  Make 
checks  payable  to  the  Superintendent  of  Documents  and  send  orders  to  the 
Government  Printing  Office,  Washington  2$,   D.  C. 

The  Demand  and  Price  Situation  reviews  the  factors  that  affect  the  domes- 
tic and  foreign  demand  for  farm  products  including  output,  employment, 
income  and  related  factors 9  and  commodity  prices?  This  is  followed  by  a 
brief  review  of  farm  income  and  discussion  of  general  trends  in  demand, 
supply,  and  prices  of  major  farm  products,  A  table,  Economic  Factors 
Affecting  Agriculture,  shows  data  on  above  information  and  related 
factors.  This  report  provides  more  detailed  and  technical  analyses  than 
The  Agricultural  Situation.  An  annual  Outlook  issue  appears  each  fall, 
and  a  reappraisal  issue  each  spring.  The  publication  is  issued  about  the 
2l±th  of  each  month. 

The  Farm  Income  Situation  presents  estimates  of  cash  receipts  from  farm 
marketings,  by  commodity  groups,  and  Government  payments,  for  the  two 
preceding  months,  with  cumulative  totals  through  the  preceding  month; 
index  numbers  of  cash  receipts  and  of  physical  volume  of  farm  marketings 
for  several  preceding  months;  and  estimates,  by  States,  of  cash  receipts 
from  sales  of  crops  and  livestock.  From  time  to  time  annual  estimates 
are  included  which  show  Government  payments  to  farmers,  by  States;  value 
of  home  consumption,  by  States,  for  crops  and  livestock;  gross  and  net 
income  of  farm  operators;  cash  receipts  and  home  consumption  by  detailed 
commodities;  and  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  by  States,  by  major 
individual  commodities.  Each  fall  an  issue  is  devoted  to  the  outlook 
for  farm  income  for  the  succeeding  year,  1955  issues  are  scheduled  for 
release  on  March  U,  April  25,  June  16,  September  9,   October  27,  and 
December  16, 

The  Marketing  and  Transportation  Situation  contains  statistical  tables 
showing  the  U.  S,  average  retail  cost  of  a  market  basket  of  farm  foods, 
the  payment  received  by  farmers  for  these  products  in  dollars  and  cents 
and  as  a  percentage  of  the  retail  cost,  and  the  spread  between  the  re- 
tail cost  and  farm  value  or  payment  to  the  farmer.  Similar  data  are 
given  for  six  groups  of  products  and  h5   individual  food  products,  and 
also  for  a  group  of  cotton  clothing  articles  and  housefurnishings  and 
the  principal  tobacco  products.  Special  articles  concerning  the 
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marketing  and  transportation  of  farm  products  are  included  in  each  issue. 
Emphasis  is  placed  on  reporting  results  of  research  conducted  in  the 
Agricultural  Marketing  Service.  Each  fall  the  outlook  f^r  marketing  and 
transportation  of  farm  products  is  analyzed.  Issues  in  1955  will  be  re- 
leased January  31,  April  29,  July  26,  and  October  31. 

The  National  Food  Situation  contains  statistical  tables  showing  per  capita 
consumption  of  major  foods,  nutrients  available  for  civilian  consumption, 
production  of  major  food  commodities,  and  retail  food  prices  and  total 
consumer  price  index  numbers.  Reviews  of  supply,  production,  marketing, 
retail  prices,  and  consumption  of  major  foods  are  included,  Tables  in 
AH- 62,  Consumption  of  Food  in  the  United  States,  1909-52,  are  revised 
and  brought  up  to  date"]   [AH-o2  may  be  purchased  from  the  Superintendent 
of  Documents,  Government  Printing  Office,  Washington  25,  D.  C,  at  70 
cents  a  copy.)  1955  issues  of  The  National  Food  Situation  are  scheduled 
for  release  on  February  10,  flay  2,  August  2,  and  November  7. 

Commodity  Situation  Reports;   The  following  commodity  situation  reports 
analyze  a  fairly  complete  picture  of  the  supply,  demand,  price,  and  out- 
look for  each  of  the  more  important  farm  products  for  which  adequate 
information  is  available..  This  information  is  provided  as  an  aid  in 
planning  production  and  marketing,  Tables  and  charts  present  current 
figures  on  acreage,  yield,  production,  market  movement,  stocks,  consump- 
tion, and  prices,  with  comparisons  with  other  significant  periods.  From 
time  to  time  the  results  of  special  studies  relating  to  the  respective 
commodities  are  included.

Included  are  interim  reports  on 
work  in  progress,  articles  on  new  research  methods  or  techniques,  criti- 
cal discussions  of  old  techniques  that  are  in  regular  use,  articles  on 
new  or  expanding  areas  of  research  or  statistical  fact-gathering,  and 
reviews  of  current  books  on  agricultural  economics,  statistics,  and 
marketing.  Discussions  of  techniques  cover  the  probable  usefulness  of 
new  developments  and  the  place  of  such  new  areas  of  work  in  the  agri- 
cultural field.  Each  issue  carries  a  list  of  recent  research  and  statis- 
tical publications  in  agricultural  economics  and  marketing  issued  by 
the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  and  cooperating  State  agencies.  It

the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  contributes, 

AGRICULTURAL  PRICES  -  -  ".' 

Agricultural  Prices,  issued  monthly,  contains  tables  showing  prices  re- 
ceived by  farmers  for  principal  crops,  livestock,  and  livestock  products,* 
prices  paid  by  farmers  for  commodities  bought*  index  numbers  of  prices 
received  by  farmers  j  indexes  of  prices  paid  by  farmers  for  articles 
bought;  and  parity  prices  for  farm  products  with  current  average  price 
as  a  percentage  of  the  current  parity  price.  This  report  is  issued 
about  the  29th  of  each  month,  . 

For  the  most  part,  Agricultural  Prices,  The  Agricultural  Situation,  The 
Demand  and  Price  Situation,  and  other  situation  reports  contain  only 
current  information  and  statistics  relating  to  agricultural  prices.  For 
historical  statistical  series  see  Agricultural  Statistics,  which  contains 
series  showing  average  prices  of  farm  products,  manufactured  dairy 
products,  textiles,  oils,  fungicides  and  insecticides,  oleomargarine,

Crops  and  Markets  contains  supplementary  series  showing  prices  received 
by  farmers,  by  months,  by  States,  and  for  the  United  States;  prices  paid 
by  farmers,  by  States  and  by  selected  months;  price  indexes;  and  market 
prices  for  grain  on  a  cash  basis.  Various  reports  have  been  issued 
showing  farm  disposition  and  sales  or  farm  production  and  income  for 
principal  crops,  individual  commodities  and  dairy,  poultry,  and  live- 
stock items  since  1909.  For  reports  to  be  issued  in  1955  see  the 
listing  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Reports, 

Prices  for  major  agricultural  commodities  at  the  terminal  markets  are 
reported  regularly  through  the  market  news  services  of  the  Agricultural 
Marketing  Service,  For  certain  commodities,  these  prices  are  reported 
daily,  weekly,  monthly,  or  seasonally,  and  are  usually  summarized  in 
annual  reports.  For  the  individual  reports  available,  see  the  list  of 
Market  News  Reports  (page  3U  ) . 

The  scope  of  the  data  relating  to  prices  collected  by  the  Department, 
the  general  procedures  followed  in  preparing  estimates  of  prices,  the 
methods  of  collecting  price  data,  and  the  use  of  the  data  in  connection 
with  price-support  programs  of  the  Department  are  discussed  in  Chapter 
15  of  The  Agricultural  Estimating  and  Reporting  Services  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  issued  in  December  19U9  as  Miscellaneous 
Publication  No,  703,  A  separate  section  of  Misc,  Pub,  No,  703  discusses 
the  methods  of  collecting  the  information  for  the  market  news  reports, 

CHECKLIST  OF  AMS  REPORTS 

The  Checklist  of  Reports  Issued  by  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
lists  AMS  publications  issued  during  the  previous  month.  Periodicals 
are  not  included.  However,  announcement  of  the  release  of  annual  statis- 
tical compilations  is  made.  This  list  will  prove  helpful  to  those  who 
wish  to  keep  up  to  date  on  all  material  issued  on  a  specific  subject. 
This  list  is  issued  about  the  10th  of  each  month. 

COLD  STORAGE  REPORTS 

Cold  Storage  Report  gives  national  and  regional  storage  holdings  of  some 
major  commodities  stored  in  public,  private,  and  semiprivate  refrigerated 
warehouses,  End-of -month  storage  stocks  include  fruits  and  vegetables 
(fresh,  frozen,  dried,  and  canned),  juices,  nuts  and  nutmeats,  dairy 
products,  eggs  (shell,  frozen,  and  dried),  poultry,  meats,  and  meat 
products.  In  addition  to  current  storage  holdings,  comparative  data 
are  given  for  each  commodity  -  previous  month,  previous  year,  and  im- 
mediate 5-year  average.  Holdings  of  American  cheese,  creamery  butter, 
shell  eggs,  cream  (fluid  and  plastic),  frozen  eggs,  and  poultry  are 
reported  by  States,  as  well  as  State  holdings  of  apples  and  pears 
during  the  active  storage  season.  Also  included  are  tables  showing  the 
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current  utilization  of  cooler  and  freezer  space  in  public  general  ware- 
houses, by  States  and  selected  key  cities,  as  well  as  regional  occupancy 
data  for  private  and  semiprivate  warehouses  combined,  meat-packing  plants, 
and  apple  storage  facilities.  This  report  is  issued  on  the  15th  of  each 
month , 

Annual  Summary  of  Regional  Cold  Storage  Holdings  summarizes  the  12  monthly 
Cold  Storage  Reports  into  a  handy  reference  source.  The  summary  is 
generally  released  in  March  and  provides  regional  information  on  stocks 
of  major  commodities  reported  in  storage  each  month  during  the  previous 
year. 

Survey  of  the  Capacity  of  Refrigerated  Storage  Warehouses  in  the  United 
itates  contains  charts  and  tables  showing  refrigerated  storage  capacity 
by  temperature  range-by  city  and  by  State  according  to  warehouse  operation- 
public,  private,  semiprivate,  apple  house,  and  meat-packing  plant.  This 
report,  made  on  the  odd-numbered  years,  surveys  the  capacity  cf  the 
refrigerated  warehousing  industry  and  contains  an  analysis  of  the  changes 
within  the  industry  during  the  2-year  interval  between  surveys. 

CONSUMER  PURCHASES  OF  FRUITS  AND  JUICES,  AND  AVAILABILITY  REPORTS 

Consumer  Purchases  of  Fruits  and  Juices,  issued  monthly,  presents  esti- 
mated total  consumer  purchases  of  fresh  citrus  fruits,  canned  juices, 
and  frozen  concentrated  juices  and  ades.  These  data  represent  projections 
to  national  totals  based  on  reported  purchases,  and  related  information 
from  a  representative  national  sample  of  approximately  5>300  household 
consumers.  A  quarterly  report,  entitled  Consumer  Purchases  of  Fruits  and 
Juices  by  Regions  and  Retail  Outlets,  supplements  the  monthly  report  by 
providing  information  on  household  purchases  of  these  products  by  geo- 
graphic regions  and  by  types  of  retail  outlets.  An  annual  report, 
Consumer  Purchases  of  Fruits  and  Juices  by  Family  Characteristics,  is 
developed  from  data  appearing  in  the  monthly  and  quarterly  reports  and 
summarizes  data  during  a  6-month  period.  The  annual  report  furnishes 
information  concerning  buying  practices  of  families  as  related  to 
geographic  region  and  size  cf  city  in  which  they  live,  family  income, 
family  size  and  age  of  children,  age  of  housewife,  and  occupation  and 
education  of  family  head. 

Fruits  and  Juices,  Availability  in  Retail  Food  Stores,  issued  for 
selected  months,  presents  information  on  availability  of  fresh  citrus 
fruits,  canned  and  frozen  juices,  ades,  and  other  selected  products  in 
retail  food  stores, 

CROPS  AND  MARKETS 

Crops  and  Markets  is  a  printed  annual  publication  designed  chiefly  to 
supplement  Agricultural  Statistics  with  detailed  statistics  by  time 
periods  and  States.  Data  include  estimates  of  important  crops;  histori-. 
cal  and  summary  tables  on  crops  j  stocks  of  grains  and  hay;  production 
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of  milk;  selected  poultry  and  egg  statistics;  livestock  slaughter;  number 
of  livestock  on  farms,  by  classes;  prices  received  by  farmers,  by  States 
and  by  months,  with  an  historical  series  for  the  United  States;  prices 
paid  by  farmers,  by  States  and  selected  months,  and  historical  series 
for  the  United  States;  price  indexes;  farm  employment  and  wages. 

Distribution  of  Crops  and  Markets  is  limited  chiefly  to  workers  in 
agricultural  colleges  and  experiment  stations  and  other  institutions, 
and  to  individuals  who  assist  the  Department  of  Agriculture  in  collecting 
or  disseminating  information,,  Libraries,  the  press,  and  Government 
officials  may  also  receive  it.  Others  may  purchase  copies  from  the 
Superintendent  of  Documents,  Government  Printing  Office,  Washington  25, 
D.  C.  Prices  of  specific  issues  will  be  furnished  on  request. 

FARM  LABOR  AND  EMPLOYMENT 

Farm  Labor,  contains  each  month  a  table  showing  persons  employed,  wage 
rates,  and  indexes  of  employment,  wage  rates  and  related  data  with  com- 
parisons with  previous  months  for  the  United  States.  Numbers  of  persons 
employed  on  farms  -  total,  family  and  hired  workers  -  for  the  United 
States  and  geographic  divisions,  with  historic  comparisons  appear  each 
month.  Length  of  farm  work-day  for  operators  and  for  hired  workers 
appears  in  the  June,  September,  and  December  issues.  Farm  wage  rates 
are  given  quarterly,  beginning  with  the  January  issue,  by  nine  different 
categories  of  rates  for  selected  States  and  geographic  regions.  Cotton 
picking  rates  appear  in  November,  This  report  is  issued  about  the  10th 
of  each  month* 

Except  for  comparable  data  for  the  preceding  month,  quarter,  and  year, 
Farm  Labor  usually  contains  only  current  estimates,  Those  who  wish 
statistical  data  for  earlier  years  of  the  type  contained  in  Farm  Labor 
should  consult  Agricultural  Statistics  and  Crops  and  Markets. 

Each  year  a  special  survey  is  made  of  the  hired  farm  working  force  and 
a  report  is  published  on  the  total  number  of  persons  who  work  on  farms 
for  wages  in  the  course  of  a  year, 

FARM  POPULATION  ESTIMATES 

Farm  Population  Estimates,  usually  issued  annually,  contains  current 
estimates  of  the  distribution  of  the  farm  population  by  geographic 
regions  and  divisions  and  estimates  of  the  components  of  annual  change 
(births,  deaths,  and  migration)  in  the  farm  population  for  the  United 
States  and  for  the  geographic  areas.  From  time  to  time,  special  re- 
ports are  issued  that  contain  an  historical  array  of  estimates  of  this 
type  for  the  years  from  1910  on,  or  which  contain  estimates  for  States 
for  intercensal  dates.  The  complete  titles  of  the  reports  are  indica- 
tive of  the  contents.  Notices  of  the  issuance  of  these  reports  will 
appear  in  the  Checklist  of  Reports  Issued  by  the  Agricultural  Marketing 
Service, 
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The  Census-/-1  IS  Series  (formerly  Census- BAE  Series)  prepared  cooperatively 
\rith   the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  provides  annual  estimates  of  the  distribu- 
tion of  the  farm  population  by  age,  sex,  and  labor  force  status.  Certain 
reports  in  this  series  contain  information  on  related  subjects  such  as 
farm  dwellings  and  households,  farm  operators,  etc.  Census-AIIS  Series 
and  Farm  Population  Estimates  contain  the  same  estimate  of  the  total  farm 
population  of  the  United  States  for  a  given  date  but  the  distributions 
shown  in  each  are  obtained  independently.  Selected  figures  from  these 
two  series  of  reports  are  published  in  Agricultural  Stati sties , 

HOUSEHOLD  PURCHASES  0?  BUTTER,  CHEESE,  NONFAT  DRY  MILK  SOLIDS,  AND  MARGARINE 

Household  Purchases  of  Butter  s  Cheese,  Nonfat  Dry  Milk  Solids,  and  Margarine, 
issued  monthly,  reports  current  data  on  movement  of  these  commodities  into 
household  channels  for  the  Ue  S,  only.  It  also  presents  related  informa- 
tion on  percentage  of  all  families  buying,  average  size  of  purchases, 
frequency  of  purchases,  and  prices  paid.  This  report  does  not  reflect 
volume  purchased  by  restaurants,  hospitals,  hotels,  or  ether  institutions, 
A  quarterly  report,  first  issued  for  April- June  195U,  entitled  Household 
Purchases  of  Butter,,  Cheese,  Nonfat  Dry  Milk  Solids,  and  Margarine  by 
Regions  and  Retail  Sal? s  Outlets,  supplements  the  monthly  report  by  pro- 
viding data  by  geographic  regions  and  by  type  of  retail  sales  outlet. 
The  quarterly  reports  are  released  in  March,  June,  September,  and  December. 
An  annual  report,  entitled  Household  Purchases  of  butter,  Cheese,  Nonfat 
Dry  Milk  Solids,  and  Margarine  by  Family  Characteristics  (first  issued 
May   1?55)  presents  an  analysis  of  household  purchases  primarily  by 
family  characteristics  such  as  income  and  size  of  family.  In  this  first 
annual  report  special  emphasis  is  placed  on  butter  and  margarine  with 
data  covering  three  6-month  periods,  April-September  19U7,  1953,  and  195U. 
Data  on  cheese  and  nonfat  dry  milk  solids  are  presented  for  April- 
September  195U  only, 

MARKETING  ACTIVITIES 

Marketing  Activities,  a  monthly  publication,  is  designed  to  keep  trade 
publications,  trade  organizations,  marketing  officials,  marketing  specialists, 
industry,  and  the  general  public  informed  about  current  services  and  regu- 
lations, marketing  research,  and.  related  matters.  It  carries  articles 
dealing  with  various  phases  of  marketing  -  research,  standardization,  in- 
spection, grading,  regulatory  activities,  market  reporting,  statistics, 
and  marketing -agreement  programs.  It  is  issued  about  the  29th  of  each 
month. 

Free  distribution  of  Marketing  Activities  is  limited  to  libraries,  trade 
publications,  the  press,  Government  officials,  State  marketing  officials, 
staff  members  of  agricultural  colleges,  experiment  stations  and  other 
institutions,  persons  engaged  in  the  dissemination  of  marketing  infor- 
mation, and  cooperators  with  programs  of  the  U,  S,  Department  of 
Agriculture,  Subscriptions  may  be  purchased  at  fpl.!?0  a  year  (foreign 
rate  '4>2.00) .  Checks  should  be  made  payable  to  the  Superintendent  of 
Documents  and  the  order  should  be  sent  to  the  Government  Printing  Office, 
Washington  2$,   D.  C. 
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PLENTIFUL  FOODS  LIST 

Monthly  List  of  Plentiful  Foods  designates  those  foods  which  are  expected 
to  be  in  plentiful  supply  throughout  the  greater  part  of  the  United  States 
during  the  succeeding  month.  Prepared  in  Washington,  the  list  is  subject 
to  revision  in  five  area  offices  of  the  Food  Distribution  Division  to  re- 
flect prospective  regional  differences  in  supply.  It  is  released  from 
AI1S  Area  Offices  about  the  middle  of  the  month,  for  the  succeeding  month, 
to  persons  engaged  in  food  purchasing,  distributing,  advertising,  and 
merchandising  activities,  and  to  newspapers,  radio  and  television  sta- 
tions, dietitians,  and  consumer  organizations.  For  addition  to  the 
mailing  list,  write  to  the  Area  Office  covering  activities  for  your  State, 
stating  your  occupation  or  need  for  the  information,  (See  page  11  for 
addresses  of  Area  Offices  and  States  served.) 

REPORTS  ON  REGULATORY  ACTIVITIES 

Federal  Seed  Act  -  Reports  on  actions  taken  under  the  Federal  Seed  Act 
are  issued  from  time  to  time  in  the  form  of  releases  or  notices  sent  to 
trade  publications  and  cooperating  State  agencies,, 

Packers  and  Stockyards  Act  -  The  P  and  S  Docket  reports  action  taken  on 
formal  cases  arising  under  this  act.  Included  are  brief  descriptions  of 
cases  on  which  action  has  been  taken  during  the  month  preceding  the  date 
of  issue j  items  of  general  interest,  including  a  statement  as  to  stock- 
yards posted  and  deposted  during  the  month;  and  a  tabular  statement 
showing  new  dockets  issued  and  dockets  on  which  some  action  has  been 
taken.  It  is  issued  monthly. 

Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act  -  Summaries  of  decisions  of  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  under  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities 
Act  in  which  publication  of  the  facts  has  been  ordered  are  reported  in 
Agriculture  Decisions,  issued  by  the  Department.

The  Statistical  Summary,  prepared  for  ready-reference  desk  use,  is  a  four- 
page  round-up  of  current  information  on  farm  income,  prices  paid  and  re- 
ceived by  farmers,  farm  employment,  marketing  margins,  production,  stocks, 
and  indications  far  principal  crops  and  livestock  and  livestock  products. 
It  contains  tables  showing  parity  prices  for  farm  products  compared  with 
actual  prices  received  and  current  indexes  of  interest-  to  agriculture. 
It  is  usually  issued  about  the  l$"th  of  each  month. 
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CROP  AND  LIVESTOCK  PRODUCTION  REPORTS 

The  Agricultural  Estimates  Division  of  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
issues  a  large  number  of  periodic  reports  on  crop  production  and  related 
information.  These  reports,  unless  otherwise  specified,  are  issued  by 
the  Washington  office  for  the  country  as  a  whole.  They  are  reissued 
through  the  ill  offices  of  the  State  agricultural  statisticians  (see 
page  5  ),  with  emphasis  on  local  conditions. 

The  reports  are  given  general  distribution  by  press  and  radio.  Immediately 
after  release,  mimeographed  copies  are  available,
